This was largely due tuo a con- 
fusion of opinion as to the further in- 
tentions of the powerful group of capl- 
talists who have been credited with the 
active leadership of the campaign for 
higher prices of securities. There has 
grown up a feeling that the rise has 
proceeded to a point far in advance of 
the level of values representative of 
the actual improvement in business and 
industrial conditions, based on cdnfi- 
dence in the continuance of the im- 
provement in general conditions to a 
point commensurate with the enhance- 
ment of securities values. 

Selling to Realise Profit. 


Evidence of selling to realize specu- 
lative profit and a resort to some sen- 
sationa!l advertising methods to attract 
an outside demand for stock have 
proved the most serious unsettling fac- 
tors ang have induced a feeling of sus- 
picion that distribution of speculative 
holdings wag being attempted. At the 
same time there has been so moderate 
an incursion to all competent authori- 
ties that the accomplishment of any ef- 
fective distribution ig much doubted. 
The abundant resources attributed to 
the men credited with the leadership 
of the speculation makes it improba- 
ble that they woulq submit to large 
sacrifices in the disposition of the hold- 
ings they have accumulated in the 
course of the campaign. 

Base of Money Situation. 


The maintained ease of the money 
situation and the prospect of its com 
tinuance promise freedom from the 
embarrassment in securing banking re- 
sources to maintain the position. With 
the period ‘pf the usual demand from 
the interior for money to move the 
crops, the movement has proved so 
moderate yet as to leave the balance of 
gains still in favor of New York.

Many Negroes Leaving. 
Scores of negroes have left. Spring- 
field, either on foot or by trolley cars, 
the latter ¢lass riding as far as their 
means permitted and then striking 
across country. These tramping par- 
tiles, aimless and penniless, arg caus- 
ing some complaint from the communi- 
ties through which they pass. . The 
whites assert that the presence of 
these negro pauperg impose unneces- 
sary burdens, and also argue that only 
the shiftless and immoral elements of 
the Springfield negroes are represented. 
Minor depredations, it is said, have 
increased in the farming regions be- 
cause of this condition. The Spring- 
field officers are doing all they can to 
reassure the negroes still here. Thus 
far they have been partly successful, 
although the number of those who have 
sought shelter in the arsenal is sur- 
prisingly small. Most of the refugees 
are advanced in ‘years, too. 
Youuger Negroes Refuse Protection. 


The younger negroes, who might be 
expected to add fuel to the smoulder- 
ing flames by rash acts, have generally 
refused to become wards of the state.

KILLING OF BOY BY SOLDIER 
DESCRIBED BY WITNESS 


Kankakee, Ill... August 16.—Coroner 
Lenouille tomorrow will continue in- 
vestigation of the fatal stabbing of 
karl Nelson yesterday by a Chicago 
soldier, who was on the way to Spring- 
field. At the Inquest last night Arsen 
Arres and Elmer Osborn, both wit- 
nesses of the stabbing, said that they 
boarded the baggage car of the troop 
train with Nelson. intending to ride to 
Gilman, I21. 

According to Arres, one of the soldiers 
came from the baggage car next to 
the locomotive and told them to get off. 
The three lads fpld him all right, and 
Started to get off. according to Arres. 
Then the soldier struck at Nelson, who 
was in a position to get off, stooping 
over and striking him in the back with 
a long knife or an Instrument like a 
knife. The blade was about 4 inches 
long, <Arres said. Arres testified that 
the soldier struck at him also, but that 
he jumped off the moving train before 
the hlow descended. After the train 
had passed Arres and Osborn met Ne}l- 
son coming down the track, saying: 

“Help me, 1am dying. He stabbed 
me.”

Washington, August 76.—With the re- 
tirement from active service next Tues- 
day of Rear Admira! Robley Dungli- 
z0n Evans—Fighting Bob'’—the Uniteg 
States navy loses one of the moat pic- 


turesque figures that ever trod a quar- 
ter-deck. Forty-five years have gone 
by since Evans, as a young ensign, 
received his baptism of fire at Fort 
Fisher during the civil war. During 
that span of years he has served his 
country gallantly, well earning the re- 
ward of rest which a grateful’ people 
sive. 

It has been his fortune to command 
the greatest fleet of fighting ships ever 
assembled under the American flag.

Doesn't The Constitution know that blind tigers are about as numerous in 
its own city as they are in Savannah?

the accompaniment of hysteria, rather 
than upon conclusions founded upon 
definite and calm deliberation. 

Eight senior’ cadets at West Point 
had decreed as a form of hazing for 
“nlebes,” that the latter should catch 
and present to their class superiors 
the number and variety of insects 
named in the foregoing paragraph. 

To the casual observer, the affair 
smacks more of the harmless and 
humorous student prank than a mis- 
chievous infringement of regulations 
calling for harsh disciplinary meas- 
ures, 

The West Point authorities, how- 
ever, had no alternative, under the 
law recently passed by congress, than 
to dismiss the students guilty of such 
practices. The law specifically pro- 
vides that cadets convicted of hazing, 
shall be visited with 
“summary dismissal,” leaving no dis- 
cretion to the commandant. 

The eight cadets who found them- 
selves thus suddenly cut off from 
iheir careers, appealed to Secretary of 
War Wright for reinstatement, urging 
the comparative veniality of their of- 
tense. Press reports do not make it 
exactly clear just what action was 
taken by Secretary Wright. At any 
rate, the latter official, as well as Sec- 
retary Loeb, have become imbroiled 
in a misunderstanding with the presi- 
cent, who is, naturally, in sympathy 
with the efforts of these young men 
to resume the lifework they have 
been compelled to abandon for appa- 
rently trivial offending. 

The unfortunate situation thus cre- 
ated is referrable’ solely to 
flexible provisions of the law cover- 
ing “hazing,” as mentioned in forego- 
ing paragraphs. That law was en- 
acted at a time when congress, as 
well as the country, was in a state of 
indignant and entirely justifiable pro- 
test over the outrageous brutalities 
that had been practiced at the acad- 
emy under the guise of “hazing,” and 
which had gone to such lengths as to 
bring the institute wide-spread disre- 
pute and criticism. 

Moved upon by a unanimous public 
opinion, congress resolved to root out 
the cause of the offending beyond all 
danger of a recurrence. The sweeping 


}provisions of the law were the re 
} sult. 


In the light of subsequent develop- 
ments, of which the current instance 
ic but an illustration, it seems that 
the desired end could have been ac- 
complished had congress invested the 
secretary of war or the academy com- 
mandant with discretion in the inflic- 
tion of penalties. As it is, the entire 
country is likely to view with disap- 
probation a punishment out of all pro- 
portion to the offense, but growing 
logically from its own recent clamor 
tor a thoroughly legitimate reform. 

The incident may be well borne in 
mind as suggesting the wisdom of di- 
vorcing hysteria and extremism from 
ary sort of legislation taking its rise 
i: a temporary revulsion of popular 
reeling.

easily and so extensively there? It is doubtful if twenty-seven carloads of beer 
and whisky have been received in Savanah since the prohibition law went into 
effect, and yet here we have it on go authority that only recently twenty- 
seven carloads were shipped into Atlanta. It certainly was unkind, if not un- 
just, in The Constitution to try to turn attention away from the iniquities of 
its homie city and expose those of a sister city, with the view of bringing down 
upon its sister cily the wrath of the people of the entire state. 


In the first place, if The News had kept posted upon The Constitu- 
tion’s editorial expressions upon this subject, it would know that we have 
not, at any time, sought to make fish of Sa¥annah and fowl of Atlanta. 

The. reason why The Constitution made more particular reference to 
Savannah than to Atlanta and other communities of the state in the edi- 
torial in question, was that, just at that time, more than a hundred pro- 
prietors of blind tigers or open barrooms, whichever one may choose to call 
them, were hauled up by the police, required to put up cash bonds of $100 
each, and when the cases were called the bonds were simply declared for- 
feited, and further proceedings dropped. In other words, they were to that 
extent licensed. 

Whether it was so intended or not, it looked as if Savannah, unable to 
convict in the courts, was simply licensing the violation of the prohibi- 
tion law and turning the money into its treasury. 

But, aside fgom this, the situation in Savannah is not materially differ- 
ent from that in Atlanta and other communities in the state. 

in a subsequent editorial a few days later, The Constitution specifically 
called attention to the conditions existing in Atlanta, quoting the very 
statement from Assistant Superintendent J. B. Richards, of the Georgia 
Anti-Saloon League, from which The News derives its information that 
twenty-seven carloads of beer and whisky have been recently shipped into 
Atlanta. : 

And we did that for the specific purpose of showing that the law is 
being extensively violated here in the capitef of the state, if not openly, 
at least so nearly sc that there would be little trouble in securing evidence 
if anyone started out with the determination to find it. 

We do not in any sense claim exemption for Atlanta. 

We are all in the same boat—Atlanta, Savannah, and judging from 
recent news dispatches, Augusta, Macon and other communities in the state, 
not to forget those counties where ‘“moonshining” flourishes and where 
“still” capacities have been doubled and trebled since the prohibition law 
beeame operative. 

We do not know of any other community where the liquor dealers have 
been hauled up and made to forfeit bonds without further prosecution but 
that is simply one way of looking at the situation. 

It is the condition—almost state-wide—that we have sought to point out 
and without reference to any particular community. 

It is a condition which, while emphatic in the view that the legalized 
open barroom will never return to Georgia, we repeat, cannot long continue.

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WORKING FOR THE FARMERS’ WELFARE. 


The appointment by President Roosevelt of a commission of distin- 
guished Americans to investigate the social and economic conditions sur- 
rounding farm life in this country is likely to mark an epoch in the agricul- 
tural history of America from the standpoint of the community welfare of 
the farmer. 3 

The commission is composed of Professor L. H. Bailey, New York State 
College of Agriculture; Ithaca, N. Y.; Henry Wallace, editor, Des Moines, 
lowa;: President Kenyon L. Butterfield, Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
Amherst, Mass.; Gifford Pinchot, United States forest service, and Walter H. 
Page, editor The World’s Work, New York. 

The scope of the commission’s investigations will be, largely speaking, 
to determine methods whereby life on the farm may be made most advan- 
tageous; how the educational facilities now offered rural sections may be 
improved; the value of good roads; the minimizing of drudgery; the part 
played by technical training and methods which will insure the man living 
in the country the approximate advantages of his city neighbor. 

The report of the commission will be submitted to the fal] session of 
congress, with the view to having that body take such steps as will material- 
ize the practical suggestions the commissioners may put forward. 

What the president seeks to accomplish through the joint efforts of a 
commission and congress is already being undertaken, systematically and 
unostentatiously, by The National Farmers’ Union. The fundamental princi- 
ples of this great organization, with its more than two million members 
through the cotton and grain producing belts, are education and the inculca-

‘Ihe death of Mr. Harris has caused 
more profound sorrow and. universal 
grief than that of any man in this g¢n- 
eration. 

His fame is more world-wide than 
that of any Georgian, living or dead. 
Possessing the soul of a seer, and the 
heart of a little ehild—in love with all 
the worid—there never lived a sweeter, 
simpler. truer, nobler man. 

The life of such @ man is a challenge 
to agauusticism and infidelity every- 
where. : 

The old, old question, “If a man die, 
shall he live again?’ is answered in 
the affirmative by such a life more truly 
than by creeds, and dogmas, or siately 
Gothic piles pinnacled by the cross of 
Christ.

REMINISCENCE OF BLIND TOM, — 


THE CELEBRATED NEGRO PIANIST 


By Otto Spahr. 


In the latter part of 1857, or the early 
Part of ‘58, Blind Tom ‘came to War- 
renton, Ga., on a concert tour, and, 
with his manager, put up for a couple 
of days at the hotel where I was 
boarding. Tom had been heralded as 
a wonderful prodigy, who, although 
blind from birth, and idiotic, and 
without having had any instruction in 
music, could reproduce the most dif- 
ficult plece on the piano after one hear- 
ing. Any musician would say that this 
was impossible. The proverb, “Poeta 
nascitur, nonfit’’ is true of the poetical, 
a@s well as all other arts only in so far 
that the heaven-born gift must be 
there, yet the road to distinction les 
not through flowery meadows, but fol- 
lows a rugged and tollsome ascent to 
the goal that is reached by a few only. 
Let us see how far this is applicable 
to Blind Tom. He had then been on the 
road for some time, but the pieces he 
played at his recital, as well as those 
played by some ladies for his imila- 
tion, were mostly of the grade per- 
formed by the average schoolgirl of 
that period, e g., “Rainbow Schot- 
tish,” “Peri and Elfin Waltzes,” ‘‘Vall- 
lance Polka,” “Crystal Palace Schot- 
tish,”’ variations on “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” Grobe, and the more ambitious 
of variations on “Home, Sweet Home,” 
by Slack; “Listen to the Mocking 
Bird,” by Hoffman; “Silvery Waves,” 
Wyman; “Monastery Bells,” Wely; 
‘““Maiden’s Prayer’; “Tam O’Shanter,” 
Warren; ‘“‘Return of Spring Polka,” by 
Moelling, etc. All elderly people will 
readily recognize these as old acquaint- 
ances. 

The day after the recital I found Tom 
in the parlor of the hotel entertaining 
a little company on the plano. J] no- 
tieed at once that he had the perequi- 
sites to become a fine pianist, viz: a 
g00d musical ear and musical memory, 
ea large hand, long and very flexible 
fingers, jong arms and, for one of his 
age (he appeared to be about |! or 12 
years), a powerful frame. 

On being asked to play for him, and 
having observed that he geemer unfami!- 
iar with some keys, I chose, as a test, 
S&rakosch’s Pilirtation Polka in the Key 
of 6 sharps, and related keys. At first, 
fom could not find the keys at all.

In after years the powers of Tom 
expanded greatly, and when I heard 
him again after the lapse of fifteen or 
twenty years he had acquired a superb 
technique. But in the interim he had 
been traveling about almost incesf 
santly,° giving performances over the 
greater part of the United States and 
a large part of Wurope, where he had 
the opportunity of thearing many of 
the best artists, some of whom prob- 
ably considered him as a psychological 
and ethnological study, and, recogniz- 
ing hig disputed talent, would willingly 
lend themselves to play for him. And 
Tom wae not at all bashful in trying 


to imitate, nor reticent to ask any. one 


to repeat. He may even had some 
special coaching om some of his pieces, 
for he was earning a great deal of 
money and the management could. well 
afford to pay for it.

No blind performer, that I ever heara 
of, proved such a drawing ecard as 
Blind Tom and for s0 lon ga time, a!- 
though most of the pieces ] heard him 
perform were variation pieces like Thal- 
berg's ‘Home, Sweet Home,” and Schul- 
hoff’s “Carnival of Venice,” or bravura 
pieces like Wallace's “Concert Polka,’ 
all of which are easily memorized. 
playing of two melodies and whistling 
a third one, and the playing of a piece 
with his back to the piano can hardly 
be regarded seriously, although it was 
always roundly applauded. To sum up 
my impressions, I cannot regard ‘rom 
as an artist, but as possessed of much 
technical skill; not as a miracle, but as 
a clever imitator of power for whicn 
the negro race—‘atavis editi simii’’*— 
have at all times been remarkable. 

Tom's lines seem to have fallen in 
pleasant places, for, as far as known, 
he had all his reasonable desires grat- 
ified, while he was before the public,

The duties of the pure drug inspector 
will be similar to those now discharged 
by P. A. Methvin as pure food inspec- 
tor. Instead of examining food and 
feed stuffs, it wil] be his duty to in- 
spect the drugs which are sold in the 
state, and will gee to it that there are 
no @aduiterations by the pharmacists 
in Georgia. 

This office was created at the urgent 
insistence of the Georgia Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, and urged through its 
legislative committee, composed of C. 
D. Jordan, of Monticello; T. B. Rice, of 
Greenville, and W. 8s. Elkin, Jr., of 
Atlanta. The appointment is to be 
made upon the recommendation of this 
association by the commissioner of ag- 
riculture. 

The suspected drugs are to be sent 
to the sate chemist for examination. 
One thing which will come under the 
scrutiny of this inspector will be cot- 
ton seed oil. He will see to it that 
cotton seed oil is kept up to the high 
standard the state demands. 

No man has yet been suggested for 
the position as pure drug inspector, but 
he will be named later.

York, by’ Frecefick Townsend, Martin, 
Whe somes time age gave a great re- 
ception, tou which he invited 1,100 peo- 
ple, instead of the so-called 400. Dr. 
wee met Mr. Martin on an ocean voy- 
age, and around him he built hig ser- 
mon. Dr. Lee also took occasion to re- 
fer to the financial game and tv cer- 
tain speculators. His sermon, in part, 
follows: 


“"Those eighteen upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell and slew them, 
think ye that they were sinners. above 
all men that dwelt in Jerusalem? I 
tell you, nay; but except ye repent ye 
Shall al! likewise perish.’ Wuke xili:4-5. 

“bor nearly fourteen days last year, 
during a voyage of a steamship, ‘Bar- 
‘barossa,’ from New York to Naples, I 
was thrown into association with one 
of the most interesting and attractive 
Men, it was ever my good fortune to 
meet. He is today aleader ofsociety in 
New Yor.! It was almost by accident 
that ] came to know him, After a ser- 
mon 0n Sunday in a dining room, he 
introduced himself to me and express- 
ed appreciation of the discourse. After 
that we spent a part of every day (to- 
gether for the rest of the voyage. He 
had the repose and simplicity of a 
man on terms with unseen realities. My 
first impression of him was about such 
as. an educated missionary would 
make, on the mind of a stranger. He 
had the air of a religious, and not of 
a@ secular, cosmopolitan. His con- 
versation was restful and edifying. A 
picture of deep content might ‘have 
been drawn from his face. A heart at 
peace with God, and with all mankind 
was evidently beating at a center of 80 
gracious and radiant a presence.

“The name of nry friend was Fred- 
erick Townsend Martin. Since my in- 
terviews with him he thas come into 
more universal notice than any other 
sOcia) leader on earth at the present 
time.

That was during the 
strenuous war days between the north 
and south—during the days every man 
carried his life in his hands. Then Kkn- 
gineer Squires went to the Georgia road, 
and during that period of his life han- 


died the throttle on the old South Caro-! 


lina railroad, the Wilmington and Man- 
cheater, the old Kast Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, the Atlanta and West 
Point, the Southwestern out of Macon. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Bngin- 
eer Squires worked with so many routes 
during the war and immediately afier, 
he is now, and has been for thirty-six 
years, with the same company he began 
hig career fifty years ago. During his 
service with that system ‘he has seen 
officials and associates come and go. 
There is not an official with the road now 
who was there when Engineer Squires 
began this service. ‘The last one of the 
old regime passed away when Presideni 
and General Manager Thomas died a few 
years ago. 


Engineer Squires has in a frame at 
home an old confederate ten-dollar bill, 
to which he points with a smile and 
pride,'as the pleasantly tells of tis life. 

“During the latter days of the Wa",” 
sayse Engineer Squires, ag he smiies 


upon the ftramed ten-dollar confederate 
bill, ‘“Genefial Thomas was paymaster 
for the confederate government. We 
were then getting ten dollars a day and 
that framed bill was in my last pay en- 
velope. What’ll I take for it? It ain't 
for sale. No, not for the Kimbal] house, © 

Engineer Squires, who had been ac- 
customed to ride all ihnis life, Was one 
of the heroes who walked to hig home 
when the Stars and Bars wént down 
at Appomattox. The engineer, who had 
pulled so many people, found himself in 
Atlanta without a job. Had there been 
an engine in sight he might have been 
tempted to jump it and pull for home. 
No engine being in sight and fearing 
hunger, he turned his steps toward Car- 
meraville, fifty miles away, and, like 
Sheridan on his mythical 20-mile ride, 
hiked out. On the third day, tired, 
weary, worn and hungry, he reached 
home to ravenously devour a corn pone, 
and eagerly swallow ‘the _ pot _ liquor, 
about all there was in that section to 
satisfy an appetite. 

“In those days, the days when Squires 
was young on the engine, there were 
no headlights like we have today,’’ sald 
a friend present. 


Looking into the past he told of the 
Rogers engines, With their first head- 
lights independent of the old “candle.” 
He speaks most interestingly of the 
days when gasoline had its Nife to make 
a shine in front of a locomotive. He 
smiles when he refers to the days when 
lard and tapers were used to make a 
light in front ‘of a raljroad train. 

iIEngineer Squires is one of the few 
men now living who saw Andrews. 


“| saw the hanging of Andrews,’ sald 
a friend of Engineer Squires, ‘‘and right 
next to me was Squires himself, who 
ran the engine. But I'll give you a 
hat to say that he ever told you he 
saw that hanging. Jim Squires !s one 
man who never boasts of what he has 
done or exploits any of his actions in 
any way.” 

[ have heard Engineer Squires talk 
of the Old days on the road and 1 ree 
call how he once interested me with 
that headlight story. As I recall his 
recital, it was some time ago he ‘told 
me of it, John Adcock was the oldest 
man on the road when six Rogers en- 
Sines were bought and brought south. 
Kach was equipped with the then up- 
to-date headlight. John Eastman wag 
magter mechanic at that time, and 
naturally offered Adcock, the oldest en- 
@ineer on the road, one of the new 
engines. We all went down to look 'em 
over. I remember it distinctly. The 
headlights especially atteacted our at- 
tention, They were something rather 
curious In those days. Adcock decided 
not to take one of the engine, and he 
wasnt by himself in that decision. be- 
cause ne didn’t know how to menage 
that headlight. And today when dark 
comes the engine on which I ride to 
Rome carries an electric headlight that 
shows me my path almost a half mile 
in front.

“The death of Christ is the first fact 
of the Christian gospel, and its inter- 
pretation is the first work of apostolic 
teachings,’ said Dr. Sam Chadwick at 
the Tabernacle yesterday, His sermon, 
in part, follows: 

“It lies at the foundation of ail our 
faith, and it's interpretation is ‘the first 
essential of its application in saving 
power. You find that Jesus Christ in 
His ministry insisted upon itg neces- 
sity. He rarely, if ever, went beyond 
that insistence. It was necessary as 
an essential condition of life. It was 
necessary to the coming of His king- 


4 dom. 


“If you will réad the synoptic gos- 
pels, Matthew, Mark, and Luke, you 
will find that He said scarcely anything 
about His death until after the grea: 
confession at Caesarea Phillippi. ‘Then 
He began to show ugto them how He 
must go to Jerusalem and suffer many 
things at the hands of the chief priests 
and be killed. 

“When you come to the transfigura- 
tion you find that the subject of con- 
cern ig the decease that He should ac- 
complish at Jerusalem. Moses and 
Eliag came and talked about His dying. 
Then perhaps the greatest of ail the 
words spoken by Jesus Christ was in 
the coming of the Greeks, an incident 
which stirreq His soul to the depths 
as nothing else stirred it. In that 
handful of worshipers of strange gods, 
representatives of the vast populations 
of the idolatrous and pagan world, He 
saw the first fruits of His final in- 
gathering of the souls for 
was to lay down His life. But to cross 
Hig rejoicing, through His mind there 
dashed the vision of the cross. There, 
gaunt and grim, between Him and the 
harvest gtood the cross upon which He 
must dié, and you have a wonderful 
revelation of the inner working of the 
mind and heart of Jesus in relation to 
that great experience, but through 
much sorrow be merged victorious, and 
the declaration comes, ‘I if I be lifted 
up, will draw all men unto me.’ This 
He spake, signifying by what death 
He should die 


The Interpretation. 


“In the upper room, uttermost 
His thoughts was the impending trial 
of His disciples and the sacrifice of His 
own life, ang all the way through you 
find that there is, from time to time, 
an insistence upon 
His dying. The discipleg resisted it. 
They were appalled at the thought of 
ii, and it was because of their reluc- 
tance that from time to time He had to 
reiterate with 
for Hig death. Immediately after the 
fact of His dying Was accomplished, 
the interpretation of His death began. 
He had not sought to interpret it until 
now, but as soon ag He is risen from 
the qgead there began the interpreta- 
tion of its significance. 

“I want to speak to you upon the 
doctrine of Christ's death; not to insist 
simply upon its necessity, but to try, 
if God shall help me, to make plain to 
you the meaning, the significance at 
the back of this teaching about the 
death of the Lord Jesus. 

“There are some people who tell us 
that there is no need for any interpre- 
tation; that we are not saved by any 
doctrine of the cross, but by the fact of 
the cross. That all depends upon what 
you mean. I contend that there is no 
virtue in the fact apart from its inter- 
pretation, in the mere fact of the cross, 
where is no saving virtue and no @ivine 
significance. If you mean that we may 
not be able to explain the divine pro- 
cess and justify all in the economy of 
divine grace in the righteousness of 
God, then I will say that it is not neces- 
sary that you ghould be able to inter- 
pret the doctrine before vou can ex- 
perience the power. But if you mean 
that the interpretation is of no account 
and that by merely believing that Je- 
sus Christ died upon the cross you can 
be saved. I ventura to say that you 
have a blind faith in which there can 
be no saving power. 

“If I charge you to trust 
salvation, you immediately 
ask the questions: ‘What is He that 
I should trust Him at all” ‘What is 
there in His death that shoulq make it 
different from the death of all the rest 
of the human race” ‘Why should I 
trust in His death, wonderful and 
startling as it may seem?’ ‘Why should 
[ trust in His death for the salvation 
of my soul from sin?’ ‘Who was He— 
wnat was He” Ard I venture to say 
that no man has a right to chide you 
for asking these questions. You have 
no right to trust without vision. You 
cannot trust unless you are assured of 
the trustworthiness of Him in whom 
you place your confidence. You have 
no right to stake your soul upon the 
cross of Christ unless you are sure that 
the cross of Christ is worthy of that 
which you stake upon it. You have no 
right to believe. that through the dying 
of Jesus you shall escape from the 
penalty of your sin unless there is 
given unto you sufficient for your faith. 


Representative of Sin, 


“T want every man in this house to 
ask himself, why do I believe’ that 
through the dying of the Lord Jesus 
there is salvation for me from sin? 
In answer to that you have the state- 
ment of our text, and you will find that 
always the death of Jesus Christ ig in- 
terpreted as essentially related to sin. 
If there had been no sin, there would be 
no need for Christ to die. The death of 
Christ, and the sin of the race are al- 
ways linked in vital union. He did not 
die as a martyr, but as a Saviour, and 
if sim be not what the Bible teaches it 
to ibe, then the death of Christ is with- 
out meaning. 

“Wihy should Christ die for sin? What 
was there about sin that made such a 
death necessary? What is sin? If the 
Bible is mistaken as to the signifcance 
and the meaning of sin, then the whole 
Bible ig built upon a false assumption. 
If sin is merely a physica] infirmity, 
merely a derangement, a falling short 
for which we have no help, then sin 
cannot bring gullt and for sin there can 
be no need of an atonement. God could 
mot pundsh me for what ¢ could not help. 
de dare not cast me into hell for that 
for which I had no help in Him, and 
no help provided for me. Sin ig some- 
thing more than an infirmity. It ig some- 
thing more than a mistake. It is some- 
thing more than a limitation. Then, 
whet is sin? Sin is not in itself an 
act of transgression. I am not a sin- 
ner simply and sojely because J] break 
the law of God. ‘Sin,’ the Authorized 
Version tells us, ‘is a transgression of 
the law.’ But tHe Revised Version gives 
a surer translation, and a truer state- 
ment, saying that sin is ‘lawlessness. 
It is not an act of violation, but an at- 
titude of rebellion. A man Ig not a

sinner because he is a thief, or a liar, 


or because he breaks 
the commandments. He breaks the com- 
mandments because he is a sinner. Sin 
is in the heart before it is in the act. 
It is the sin in the soul that matters. 

‘Sin is a matter of the heart. Sin is

merely with a man’s attitude to God, and 
you see if a man’s heart is estranged 
from God the wey that he takes away 
from God is dependent entirely upon 
two things: the taste and disposition of 
the man, and the circumstances under 
which he is placed.

4 VINEGAR MAKING. 


J. B. Mitchell, Hawkinsville, Ga.—I have 
noticed more than once in The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution that in giving directions for the 
manufacture of vinegar you insist on the use 
of the mother of vinegar as of the“greatest 
importance. Now I am not a practical chem- 
ist, in fact, do not profess to understand its 
simplest and most common place principles, 
but I have manufactured thousands of gal- 
lons of vinegar, and am quite confident that 
the presence of the so-called mother in vine- 
gar is simply an indication of putrification. 
Any liquid cortaining a sufficient amount of 
saccharine matter will, if exposed to the air 
at a high temperature, for a requisite length 
of time, make vinegar. It first passes 
through the vinous fermentation, which may 
last for ten or fifteen days, and during 
which the saccharine matter present is con- 
verted into alcohol. Then, if the quantity 
of alcohol {fs not suffic-snt to prevent it, 
the acetic fermentation sets in- and the con- 
version into vinegar begins. If the quanuity 
of alcohol is deficient a skim will form won 
tép of the liquid, which gradually increases 
in thickness until finally, of its own weight, 
it sinks to the bottom of the vessel. This 
Skim is what is known as the mother of 
Vinegar, but is an impediment rather than 
a help to its manufacture. When this mother 
first begins to form over the liquid the addi- 
tion of sugar, sirup or alcoho) will. cause it 
to disappear and will materially aid in the 
conversion into vinegar. 

You also speak of scalding out the 
and having it clean and sweet. Of course 
we all want everything that is intende@ to 
be used as food as clean as we can pussibiy 
get it, but everything that is sweet is not 
clean, and everything that is sour ts not 
unclean, and for, uss in manufacturing vine- 
kar [| would always prefer an old vinegar 
barrel, one in which vinegar had been kept 
for years, but a clean on®, of course, to one 
that was fresh from the shop of the cooper.

ANTS—TO GBT RID OF. 

R. T. Ghent, Dothan, Ala.~-I am at a loas 
to know how to get rid of a very small! red 
ant in my dwelling. They go in the ice box 
or in the warming closet of my stove. Can 
you give me a recipe for same—a sure way to 
get rid of them? 

Answer: There are two general plans 
of attack that may be used against ants 
that infest a dwelling or other hduse. 
One plan is to operate against them in 
the house, where their depredations 
are committed; the other is to trace 
the marauders to their nests and then 
proceed to “blow them fp,” as the fed- 
erals did us confederates at Petersburg 
and at Vicksburg. AS a rule, the species 
now infesting your premises is hard to 
control. The smart little rascals avoid 
poisoned food, or any contrivance that 
has to then the appearance of a trap. 
Insect powder is effective as a repel- 
lant, but it is impracticable to get it 
everywhere, and the ants simply avoid 
it. Carbolic acid and napthalene are 
good repellants, but objectionable about 
food and food receptacles, and their 
use is confined to closets and such 
places. Perhaps the simplest mechani- 
cal destroyer is as follaws: Where 
meat is used every day, cutsgut the 
bones, or some of them, before cook- 
ing and placed in the line of travel. 
When the bones become covered with 
hundreds and thousands of ants throw 
them tnto the fire or into boiling water. 
This process repeated a few times a day 
for several days the ants sean to be 
seized with a panic (the survivors) and 
desert the house entirely, as rats will 
do when poison is plaeed for them. In- 
stead of bones you may get two good- 
sized sponges. ‘Dip one in sweetened 
water, squeeze Out surplus water, and 
place it where the ants run, and naws 
of its delightful presence will £00n 
spread throughout the house. When 
the sponge thus prepared becomes filied 
with the unsuspecting little robbers it 
should be @ipped in oiling water and 
then wrung out, and again baited with 
the sweetened water. The second 
sponge should be prepared in the same 
way, and should be immediately § sub- 
stituted for the first, and so on in al- 
ternation. You will not kill them al! 
in this way; but those not killed will 
be terror-stricken, and leave the house 
and even their nest. Where the ants 
that are giving you trouble have their 
iwell-known nests in the ground out of 
doors the second plan may be used with 
much greater success than attended the 
explosion of the Petersburg mime. Sim- 
ply pour a few spoonfuls of bisulphide 
of carbon into the “ant nest,” an@ 
after a few minutes the vapor (the 
liquid is very volatile) will have pen- 
etrated throughout the nest. Then ap- 
ply a lighted match at the entrance, 
and the result will be an explosion that 
will wreck the entire nest and destroy 
most of the colony. If necessary -re- 
peat the explosion. Be careful to keep 
yourself and the “Tiquid away from the 
danger. It is said that gasoline may be 
used in the same way.

Answer~I am not able to say just 
what is the cause of the suspension of 
the milk secretion. Some cows com- 
mence to “go dry” ag soon as they be- 
come with calf. I suggest that you 
change her feed (gradually) from “raw 
cotton seed and cotten seed meal” to a 
better ration, say 3 or 4 pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal 4 or §& pounds of corn 
meal and good hay. Leave off the cot- 
ton seed entirely. Rub the bag well, 
using water that has been sterilized; 
rub with lard, after thoroughly’ milk- 
ing her. Then milk her again. Give her 
rt Ps well or spring water to 
rink.

DISEASED MILK. 


Mrs, John W. Cochran, Aragon, Ga.—We 
have a Jersey cow with young calf about one 
month old. The first time we churned after 
we began using the milk the butter was al! 
right, but ever since then we haven't been 
able to do anything with it at all. It is just 
like oll. No matter how long you churn it is 
the same way. We didn’t put hot water in it, 
but looks as if we did. She has the same 
feed she has always had, cotton seed, bran 
and roughness, and runs on a very good pas- 
ture. Will you please, jet us know at once 
what you think the trouble is. We never had 
any trouble like this with her before. Thig is 
the second calf. 

Answer: The gondition of your cow’s 
milk is probably due to the presence of 
injurious or “bad” wbacteria. It is pos- 
sidle that the gefms may have found a 
home in the udder itself, from the ani- 
mal's frequenting marshy places, or 
drinking ‘water that stands in such 
places. It is more probable, however, 
that the infection has originated in the 
cow stall, or in the room “where the 
milk is put to “‘turn,”’ or in some of the 
vessels used in handling the milk. For 
the first suggested cause milk the cow 
three times a day, and after each 
milking inject into each teat some of a 
solution of 2 drams of hyposulphite of 
soda in a pint of‘water. For the oth- 
er causes institute a general cleaning 
up, using scalding water ,containing 5 
per cent of carbolic acid. Send to a 
neighbor who has no’ such trouble for a 
pint or so of fresh buttermilk and put 
half pint of the buttermilk into the 
milk of your cow as soon as drawn, or 
to at least the portion that is to be set 
for churning. 


LUMP JAW. 

H. E. T., Carpenter, Miss.—I am seeking 
information about my calves For several 
years [| have lost one or more calves with a 
swelling of the lower jaw. They are first 
taken with’ scours and they get poor; then 
a swelling comes on the lower jaw, sometimes 
to an enormous size, and they die. Have 
tried bathing and rubbing with liniments, 
but never cured one yet. They run on pas- 
ture of Bermuda and lespidzer and drink 
from a pond.

to milk. These germs induce changes 
in the milk varyMg according to their 
character, some being good (or yseful) 
bacteria and some bad. The good kinds 
bring about the usual or ordinary 
changes, or “turnmg,” which prepares 
the milk for churing * into well-flav- 
ored and wholesome butter and pbut- 
termilk. These bacterial germs are 
very abundant in the atmosphere. The 
g00d Kinds abound when the air sur- 
rounding the milk js clean and sweet. 


The bad ones are abundant when the f 


surrounding conditions are unfavor- 
able, The latter cause unnatural sour- 
ing and poor butter, or but little of it. 
For these reasons it is of essential im- 
portance that all the conditions sur- 
sounding the cow and the milk be fav- 
orable. A cow’ may drink sanwhole- 
some or impure water and the result 
may be bad milk. Her ‘“‘bag’’ may be- 
come infected with the germs of bad 
bacteria, and these will increase and 
multiply in the bag itself and infect all 
the milk that gomes from it. You 
should therefore look first to the milk 
utensils and to the place In which the, 
milk is kept. Thoroughly scald and 
otherwise “clean up” all these uten- 
sils. Look also to the stable, or place 
where the cow is kept at night and 
during the day—if not in pasture. You 
should see that the cow does not get 
stagnant water to drink. After look- 
ing for the probable causes in the ways 
euggested and removing, have ready al 
milking time some good, well-flavored 
buttermilk procured from a neighbor 
and use it as a “starter,’” by putting 
a pint.or so in each gallon of your 
cow’s milk as soon as drawn. The ef- 
fect of this will be to “start’’ the 
proper and wholesome souring of the 
milk. 

In addition to the above precautiong 
give the cow once a day two drahms o 
bi-gulphite of soda in her feed or drink- 
ing water. If suspected that the udder 
is infected make a solution of two 
drahms of hyposulphite of soda (daff- 
ferent from the bi-suipnite) in one pint 
of water and inject two or three tabie- 
spoons into each teat after mijlKing. 


COTTON SBEED AND PIGS. | 

R. N. Ellis, Gaffney. S. C.—I had three 
pigs 5 months old. They were perfectly fat 
and seemed to be healthy. They ran out and 
got: plenty of apples and a few cotton seed 
now and then. They would get short of 
breath and die itn about two hours after 
taking sick. T fed on slops and wheat bran. 
I cut one open and its windpipe next to its 
lungs was filled’ with white milky-looking 
stuff and smelt sour and its lungs were 
white spotted. Will you please tell me what 
was the matter with them, as I have some 
more than I fear wil! die? Will you please 
give me a remedy and oblige? 

Answer—The mere mention of cotton 
seed in connection with the dying of 
pigs is enough to suggest the cause, 80 
when it is admited that they ‘get a few 
cotton seeds now and then” I can S8uUgs- 
gest no further treatment than to shut 
of all access to the cotton seed. I am 
not able to say what was the cause of 
the death of your pigs if it ‘was not 
caused by eating cotton seed. It would 
be well also to change the feed and quit 
feeding the slops for a time. -
